'We're Going to Change Doctors 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


27-year-old former Navy lieu- 
tenant his shaggy black hair 
curling over the collar of his 
green fatigues, talked in quiet 
tones of Vietnam horrors car- 
ried out by GIs "in the 
fashion of Ghenghis Khan."

Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War, finished, members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
C o m m i t t e e were nearly 
speechless. 


"You have a Silver Star?" 


asked Sen. Stuart Svmington,

"Yes, sir," said Kerry who 


was wearing the Army's third 
highest award for valor at the 


top of four rows of campaign 
ribbons. 


"You have a* Purple Heart 


with two clusters?" asked 
Symington. 


."Yes, sir." 
"You were wounded three 


times?" 


"Yes,- sir." . 
"I have no further ques- 


tions," said the senator. 


"Couldn't be Higher" 


"Credentials are something 


we always think about," said 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y. 
"Your credentials couldn't be 
higher." 


As it has been since the 


committee opened hearings on 
proposals to end the war 
Tuesday, the room was pack- 


ed with some 120 green-clad 
veterans, youthful peace dem- 
onstrators, tourists. 


They applauded Kerry more 


than a dozen tunes as, in the 
New England tones of his 
native Waltham, Mass., he 
denounced two administra- 
tions and predicted growing 
numbers of GIs would refuse 
to fight unless Congress acts 
to halt the war. 


There's a GI movement 


within this country as well as 
over there," he said. "We're- 
going, to 
change 
doctors. 


We're going to take- our 
prescriptions to someone else. 
We're not going to fight." 


Kerry spoke for 30 minutes

tences.

You 
cannot talk about peace when 
you are 'arming a people and 
tell them to go on fighting. 
That's not peace, that's war."

I 
have no bone to pick with the 
fact he was prosecuted.

elsewhere... If you are going 
to try Calley, you must at the 
same time try those other 
people who have responsibili- 
ty."

In Final Hours 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


a victory over the Nixon admin- 
istration and a silent, candle- 
light march on the White House, 
the Vietnam Veterans Against 
the war today began their final 
day of war protest at the capi- 
tal. 


The veterans planned to turn 


back medals they won in .com- 
bat to cap their four-day cam- 
paign, a prelude to massive an- 
tiwar rallies-planned by other 
groups for the weekend. 


Thursday's 
climax 
came 


when U.S. District Court Judge 
George L. Hart lifted his ban 
against the vets sleeping on the 
Mall and lashed the administra- 
tion for first seeking the ban 
and then .failing to enforce it. 


"These men are men who 


have served their country hon- 
orably," said Asst. Atty. Gen. L. 
Patrick Gray III in explaining 
the administration's switch. He 


shouting, told Gray "this court 
feels that one equal and coordi- 
nate branch of government, the 
judiciary, has been dangerously 
and improperly used by anoth- 
er, the executive." 


"You have put the veterans in

Soviet Trio in Orbit 


MOSCOW (AP) - Three So- 


viet cosmonauts eased their So- 
yuz 10 spaceship into a parallel 
orbit with the unmanned target 
ship Salute today and zeroed in 
For a rendezvous with the satel- 
lite launched four days ago. 


Soyuz 10 stre'aked into orbit 


early this morning and began 
pursuing Salute, launched early 
Monday. If the two craft link 
up," it would ,be a major step to 
building an-orbiting space-labo- 
ratory, one of the main goals in 
the Soviet space program. 


Soyuz 10 was in an orbit 


slightly higher than that of Sa- 
lute, but their angles of inclina- 
tion to the equator were exactly 
the same, 51.6 degrees. This 
means that Soyuz 10 would only 
have to slow down a bit to drop 
into the same orbit as Salute. 


At Jodrell Bank, England Sir 


Bernard Lovell. a leading ex- 
pert on the Soviet space pro- 
gram, predicted that Russia's 
Soyuz 10 cosmonauts will at- 
tempt to transfer to the un- 
manned Salute craft. 


Lovell heads the research 


team at the observatory which 
has used a giant radio telescope 
to track every major Soviet

There Was a Reason for Papa Doc's Madness

PARIS (AP) — In the guard 


room outside Papa Doc's of- 
fice, soldiers stowed their 
machine guns in an umbrella 
stand and sat in their stocking 
feet, watching a Bugs Bunny 
cartoon flickering on Haiti's 
hour-a-night television pro- 
gram. 


Inside, u n d e r photos of 


Chiang Kai-shek, Lyndon B. 
Johnson, Haile Selassie and 
Pope P a u l VI, President 
Francois D u v a l i e r waited 
slumped-shouldered at h is 


desk and reached out a beck- 
oning finger. 


The little man with the 


prism-thick glasses looked up 
meekly and greeted us in 
Maurice Chevalier-style Eng- 
lish. What came out was al- 
most a Zen riddle, a dizzying 
non sequitur that, 
looking 


back almost three years later, 
seems to sum up Duvalier's 
impenetrable mind and the 
contradictions of his country. 


"Thank you, I'll bet you," 


were the first words he spoke 
to us. 


Thank you for what? I'll bet 


you what? It was never clear, 
no clearer than anything he 
talked about in his strained, 
wheedling voice during an 
hour's conversation. 


Silting in his black suit, 


Duvalier toyed with us, run-

Mills Wants Investment Credit Restored; 
Administration Favors Higher Exemption

WASHINGTON — If the econ- 


omy limps along the next ten 
weeks, Congress may .well draft 
a major tax reduction for both 
business and consumer '— an 
initiative with far-ranging polit- 
ical implications for President 
Nixon and his prospective Dem- 
ocratic rivals as well. 


The key to the 1971 tax cut, of 


course, is Mr. Taxation on 
Capitol Hill: Rep. Wilbur D. 
Mills of Arkansas, chairman of 
the House Ways and ' Means 
Committee. Publicly, Mills is 
keeping quiet Privately, he is 
contemplating a bill restoring 
the investment credit (relief for 
business) and speeding up an 
increase in the personal exemp- 
tion (relief .for the consumer). 
Price tag $8 to $10 billion. 


To the Nixon administration, 


that would be much too much 
stimulation. To Democratic 
presidential h o p e f u l s madly 
courting the party's left wing, 
that would be a giveaway to 
business. But the combination 
would be so irresistible political- 
ly that passage would be prob- 
able.

this year). Consequently, he had 
an investment credit bill drafted 
in late February but did not 
introduce it because of com- 
bined opposition from the Nixon 
administration and from liberal 
Democrats who regard it as a 
business subsidy. 


The Democratic opposition is 


particularly strong among pres- 
idential hopefuls trying to outdo 
each other in antibusiness rhe- 
toric as they quest for liberal 
support. That competition is 
abhorred by Mills and other 


feel the business community 
can be wooed away from Mr. 
Nixon. In a private letter • to 
Sen. Edmund Muskie last week, 
Mills rapped Muskie's knuckles 
for attacking Mr. Nixon's ear- 
tier $2.9 billion tax' boost for 
business through liberalized de- 
preciation.

Whether Mills makes that 


move depends upon the econ- 
omy. The gross national product 
moved at a rate, during the first 
quarter of 1971 that would end 
up about $1055 billion, $10 billion 
below Mr. Nixon's roseate esti- 
mate. But Mills fears that rate 
cannot be maintained in the 
second quarter. If it is not, he 
will be ready on July 1 to start 
cutting taxes. 


Thus, .Speaker Carl 
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Albert, 


preparing for Thursday's pol- 
icymaking meeting of the Dem- 
ocratic high command, asked 
Mills earlier in the week whe- 
ther tax reduction should be 
advocated. Mills reply: no, we 
should watch and wait. Here 
again was Mills exercising the 
new policymaking role he has 
suddenly assumed in Demo- 
cratic affairs, particularly on 
the economy — the issue likely 
to decide the President in 1972.

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The Aged and Taxes 


The legislature is the target of a 


small blizzard of bills purporting to 
provide solutions for the problems of 
rising property tax liability of persons 
who liave retired. JMany have been 
confronted with substantial and regular 
boosts in levies upon their homes that 
they did not anticipate. 
•' . . 


The eager response of so many 


' legislative representatives to the 
grievances is perhaps natural enough, 
but it tends to be deceptive. There is no 
real chance that the legislature will find 
the magic formula for substantial or 
complete elimination of the property tax 
payments of these persons, which is 
what many of these measures seemingly 
promise. 


Across-the-board tax relief for all 


property holders who are 55 years of age 
and over is beyond the capacity of any 
legislature for several obvious reasons. 
First, the scope of the replacement 
revenues that would be required is so 
immense that there is not even a remote 
chance that these legislators who so 
eagerly attach their names to these 
propositions would be recorded on the 
roll calls in favor of the new state levies 
that would be needed. 


Indeed, there is real doubt today that 


the legislature will provide the votes to 
finance the so-called "austerity" budget 
of Gov. Lucey, who was elected by 'a 
handsome majority last fall after a 
strenuous campaign in which he ex- 
ploited the tax worries of the aged 
among other obvious sources of 
discontent. 


Without such replacement money, it 


is obvious that tax exemption for the 
aged is impossible. The only alter- 
native would be the transference of such 
a liability to the property holders under 
age 65. That would provide such a 
painful boost in their already high tax 
burden as to be politically unattainable. 


Perhaps the sponsors of some of these 


propositions are not as sophisticated as' 
they ought to be. It may be that they are 


• not familiar with the fiscal impact of 


their promises. Yet at least one 
weakness in their case ought to be 
evident without research skills. It is 
absurd to assume that mature age, 
standing alone*, is the test of need in any 
degree, including ability to pay property 
taxes levied on real estate owned. Since 
it is manifestly impossible to raise the 
huge sums required for across-the-board 
tax exemption or appreciable reduction 
under an age test, the legislature, unless 
it is consciously interested in deluding 
the elderly, must plan in terms pf true 
need.

On Bugging and Surveillance 


One humor columnist has written, 


tongue in cheek, about there being so 
many more undercover United States - 
government men at meetings of groups 
suspected of being subversive that there 
are hardly enough suspected sub- 
versives to survey. The observation 
appears not to be that remote. 


House Democratic Leader Hal 


Boggs, hardly an hysterical subversive, . 
has charged that his phone has been 
bugged by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 
The 
daughter 
of 


Congressman Henry Reuss was under 
surveillance 
from . the 
same 


organization. Now Senator Edmund 
Muskie says that there were massive 
spying operations by the FBI at Earth 
Day antipollution rallies. 


Since presumably the FBI isn't for 


pollution, the surveillance and the wire 
tapping must indicate, as Senator 
Muskie said, that "reporting about the 
Earth Day rallies of 1970 was necessary 
to prevent threats to the national 
security, or possible violence needing 
intervention" of federal troops, or 
probably violation of federal law." At- 
least these are supposed to be the self- 
imposed limitations by the Justice 
Department for such spying. 


This news makes all the more im- 


portant a recent court decision that the • 
sole authority for determining whether 
there should be wire tapping without a 
court permission should not go to the 
Attorney General as John Mitchell 
wanted. But it also brings up the 
question as to whether any such court 
orders were first received in the cases 
cited by Congressman Boggs, and 
Senator Muskie's warning that "a large 
percentage of ^congressmen believe their 


phones are tapped." If they are. we have 
reached both a low point in trust of our 
elected representatives in Congress — 
even to the apparent belief that 'they 
mean to overthrow the government — 
and a flat ignoring by the Justice 
Department of its restrictions. 


After the violence in Chicago, the 


.'unreasonable taking over of campus 
buildings and disruption of classes., the 


• various other demonstrations which 
sometimes led to the destruction- of 
buildings such as the burning of the 
ROTC building at Kent State, and the 
bombing at the University of Wisconsin, 
and perhaps some of the activities of 
militant groups such as the Black 
Panthers and Students for a Democratic 
Society, United States government of- 
ficials could be excused for being con- 
cerned that perhaps real revolution was 
just around the next turn. 


But the overreaction is as dangerous 


as whatever plotting may have gone on. 
It was a "police riot" in Chicago ac- 
cording to an independent study. There 
was no need at all for the shootings at 
Kent State. Why shouldn't Mifflin street 
residents have a block party? The 
reports on the causes of violence and the 
student disorders both have warned 
against this overreaction as contributing 
to more of the same. 


If it is proven that the phones of 


congressmen and other government 
leaders actually have been tapped and 
without court permission in particular 
there is a paranoia in the Justice 
Department that must be overcome. A 
good place for Mr. Mitchell and Mr. 
Hoover to begin might be to read the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution of the United States.

Needless to say, Senator 


Stennis is not trying to bring 
about "racial balance" in thet 
North. On the contrary, he is" 
hoping that the North, con- 
fronted with busing and 
"racial balance" in its own 
back yard, will join in setting 
up national standards that 
distinguish 
between 
the 


constitutional mandate of 
legal "desegregation" and the 
very different objective of 
federally-engineered 
in- 


tegration. 


It seems to me that Stennis' 


implicit theory is this: that 
unworkable sociological 
abstractions — i.e., busing, 
racial balance, and the like — 
cannot survive when they are 
broadened from the category 
of punishment inflicted on one 
vulnerable slice of; society 
(Dixie) and made into a rule 
for society as a whole. Under 
.such nationwide application, 
' impracticality becomes ob- 
vious and common sense 
reasserts itself. 


Need to Get Wise 


Other nations, wiser in the 


ways of human nature, don't 
play around with busing and 
racial balance, and it is about 
time that we wised up here 
too. 


Stennis' approach would 


also make sense in other 
situations. Take, for example, 
the notion that slum families 
should be moved into sub- 
sidized middle-income 
housing in the suburbs at the 
taxpayer's expense. Ob- 
viously, this technique, even if 
philosophically 
equitable, 


could only provide housing for 
a lucky few; it is not the an- 
swer to slum housing needs. 
But this socio-economic fact of 
life is not going to be driven 
home while suburbanites sit 


around on the defensive, 
fighting one project at a time, 
and relaxing, with fingers, 
crossed, between contests.

Hand 
in hand with this notion goes 
the idea that public housing 
should not be built in black 
neighborhoods — where it 
would contribute to "racial 
imbalance" — but in white 
neighborhoods. Middle-class 
blacks are happy supporters 
of this approach, because they 
don't want the low-income 
and welfare elements in their 
own neighborhoods. 


Disruption Senseless' 


Building integrated "new 


towns" makes sense, but 
disrupting residential areas 
offers no answer to the 
housing needs of the ghetto. It 


may take a kind of ''Stennis 
Amendment" approach to 
make the point So — how 
about luxury public housing 
for low-income whites in black 
middle-class neighborhoods, 
and a start could be made 
right here in the Washington 
area. 


Anybody who thinks that 


black Washington is poor 
hasn't read the new. census. 
Washington. D.C.. almost 70 
per cent black, has the highest 
average family income of any 
major city in the world. It is at 
once the most heavily black of 
the world's leading cities and 
the highest in average income. 
For every poor black family, 
there are two or three lower 
middle-class and middle-class 
black families, living in mile 
upon mile upon mile of trim, 
freshly painted, well-kept-up, 
middle-class housing. 


If white middle-class neigh- 


borhoods are sterile and self- 
centered, so are these. If 
Potomac 
needs 
public 


housing, so does Washington's 
black Gold Coast Why not put 
up expensive public housing, 
subsidized by black middle- 
class Washingtonians, to 
house low-income whites from 
the poverty areas of Ap- 
palachian Maryland (where 
per capita income is only half 
that of the District of 
Columbia)? New middle- 
income housing would enrich 
the lives of any low-income 
group, and if economic in- 
tegration is good for Potomac, 
it is good for Upper 16th 
Street, too. But, of course, the 
black middle-class would howl 
just like their white wallet- 
brothers in Potomac. 


Under the theory of the 


Stennis Amendment, the 
whole notion of putting low- 
income groups in middle-class 
housing would go down the 
drain fast if it were applied 
across-the-board instead of as 
neurotic punishment for a 
scattering of white middle- 
class neighborhoods. This is 
probably true, and it is a good 
argument for an alternative 
policy.

there with the sensible and 
sensitive critics of the 
American scene, and nowhe is 
just nowhere at all 


His rancid attacks on young 


people today are as dumb as 
anything I have read. The 
book is a total failure in-un- 
derstanding, and the blame 
must be put on Mr. Wylie for 
not having changed in the last 
quarter-century, while the 
world has marched right past 
him. This is what he is mad 
about: that the vanguard is 
now dragging in the rear. 


But this is what inevitably 


happens when a man gets 
fixated on his own ideas and 
cherishes them so lovingly 
that he is unwilling to re- 
examine or reject them in the 
light of new conditions. 


This does not mean that 


everything old is bad; far 
from it. But it does mean that 
everything old that no longer 
applies must be cast off, and 
everything old that still holds 
good today must be reaf- 
firmed within a new structure 
of significance. 


And this is the real test of a 


man's intellectual and moral 
development — to separate 
the eternal verities from the 
passing crochets in a way that 
makes his philosophy useful 
and creative rather than just 
recriminatory and resentful. 
If you can't do that, you're no 
good to yourself or to anybody 
else. 


"Education," in its fullest 


and deepest sense, is a lifelong 
•process. There is a much 
(perhaps more) necessity for 
a man over 50 to keep re- 
educating himself as for a lad 
of 18. But we get rigid, we get 
tired, we get busy, we fall in 
love with our beliefs because 
they are comforting and 
familiar — and so we end up 
like Mr. Wylie, shrilling 
petulantly against long hair, 
and not seeing our own ab- 
surdity. 


The sons and daughters of 


Mom have done a lot better, 
and come a lot further, than 
Mom may have deserved.

The specialist in social rela- 


tions was the speaker at the 
Thursday evening session of the 
environmental.quality and social 
responsibility seminar "sponsor- 
ed by the University of Wiscpn- 
sia — Green Bay. 


Rainwater said there is more 


hope for. environmental 
than 


social problems because, "most 
environmental 
problems are 


technical and 
affect nearly 


everyone." 


Problems .with such things as 


race and poverty do not directly 
affect the majority and problem 
solvers in those fields tend to 
have a narrow outlook concern- 
ing them. Rainwater noted. 


Sees Solutions 


"On the other hand, we prob- 


ably shall see solutions to 
environmental .problems within 
the next few years," he said. 
• Rainwater -noted that while 
population growth will tend to 
stabilize in the 1970's and '80's, 
the real population environmen- 
tal problem is distribution rath- 
er than numbers. 


"We m u s t encourage the 


growth of smaller urban com- 
munities, rather than the megal- 
opolis," he said. 


Rainwater noted too that one 


of major environmental prob- 
lems is growing affluence in the 
American society. 


"Eco freaks who insist on 


such things as recycling and 
using bicycles instead of cars 
will help "somewhat by making 
us aware of the problems." 
Rainwater said. "But Ameri- 
cans won't give up their sym- 
bols of affluence so easily." 


The goal is to manage afflu- 


ence, not destroy it. he said. 


The cost of pollution-prevent- 


ing devices could for example, 
be added to the 
price of 


products to insure that waste is 
taken care of, the professor 
said. 


Willing to Pay 


"Most people seem willing to 


pay that cost." he noted, "and 
it makes more sense than just 
moralizing." 


Rainwater made other social 


environmental predictions con- 
cerning the remainder of this 
decade and the next. 


While affluence will continue 


to increase in even greater 
proportions, "the oppression and 
degradation of the poor will still 


be with us in 1985.'' he noted. 
The 
distribution o f income 


among the classes will be little 
different than now. 


"Larger and larger areas of 


our cities will deteriorate and 
be abandoned." Rainwater said. 


The population will be more 


urban in the 1980s, yet it will be 
less dense because of improved 
transportation s y s t e m s , he 
added. 


Women will become increas- 


ingly aware of their subordinate 
place in society and will seek 
fuller identity in the home and 
their "private worlds." Rain- 
water said. There will be a 
greater sharing of powers be- 
tween hut>faands and wives.

Birthmarks on Babies 
Usually Fade Away 


BY G. C. THOSTESON, M. D. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My first 


child, now three months old, 
«ras born with extensive "port 
nine stains" on her arms, legs, 
chest, and back, and a mark on 
her forehead. 


What can be done about 


Shem? What caused them? Can 
they be avoided in a future- 
pregnancy? — Mrs. M.R. 


Such birthmarks are heman- 


giomas, resulting from a defect 
in the pattern of capillaries 
(very tiny blood vessels) near 
the surface of the skin 


Dr. Thosteson 


They may increase in size 


until the child is about a year 
old; then they usually fade and 
decrease in size. Usually they 
are gone by the age of 5 or 10 
years. 
You can gauge the 


changes in the marks by using a 
tuler and keeping a record o< 
the actual size. 


Since, as I said, they have a 


tendency to fade in tile early 
years, it is sensible to wait a 
little while and see whether, 
indeed, the marks do. start to 
fade away. 


If not, or if in the judgment of 


your doctor it would be wise to 
remove any of the marks early, 
that can be done by various 
methods. 


Injections, a dry-ice treat- 


ment, and X ray all have been 
used, but surgical removal of 
the marks, by a plastic surgeon, 
dermatologist, or pediatrician 
skilled in this type of work 
usually brings the best results 
with the least risk of scarring. 


These birthmarks are a cos- 


metic rather than a health 
problem. They are just a quirk 
in development, and there is 
nothing you can do to prevent 
them. However, there is no 
reason to think that if you have 
more children they necessarily 
will have this trouble.

Your body will take a little of 
that stored fat, convert it into 
energy, and you'll use it up. 


This is aside from the fact 


that it is possible to lose weight 
(but only temporarily) by losing 
moisture from the body — a 
"drying out" process. If your 
system really has too much 
water in it, treatment can 
advantageously remove some of 
it. 


Note to Mrs. D.M.B.: There is 


such a disease in dogs, known 
as infectious canine hepatitis, 
but I am not aware that it can 
be transmitted to human beings. 
A recent report from the veter- 
inary division of the National 
Communicable Disease Center 
(now renamed the Center for 
Disease Control) in Atlanta says 
the same thing.

.waste hauling is not .always possible nor desirable in 
Wisconsin, said Bruns. 


• "I would want a system.that I can use 3C5 days out of the 


. year," he.said, condemning 'partial measures which may 
only cause problems for farmers. 


Liquid Storage 


Adequate liquid storage areas eliminate the need for daily 


hauling and permit farmers to spread manure under ideal 
conditions, he said. 


Such systems are costly, however, and can pose odor 


problems. Labor requirements may claim time normally 
devoted to spring work. 


He told farmers dairy cattle barns have successfully been 


constructed using liquid manure pits with slatted floors. 
Despite some criticism such systems can be used. 


"You can have slatted floors with liquid manure storage 


underneath," he said. 


Farmers must, however, provide adequate space to create 


successful storage systems. A 1,300 pound cow will produce 
two cubic feet or 16 gallons of manure daily, he said. 


"We all should be concerned about a pure water supply," 


he told farmers, as he outlined stacking systems designed to 
reduce pollution. "With this problem of pollution we're going 
to have to change our thinking." 


Stacking systems minimize odor problems and eliminate' 


the need for spreading manure daily when fields are not 
accessible. Run-off poses dangers of pollution on sloping 
ground, however. 


Expensive Program 


Daily manure hauling also may be costly to farmers 


because of damage which occurs to machinery subjected to 
severe stresses and weather, he said.. 


Platforms with a concrete base should be part of a suc- 


cessful stacking system, said Bruns, although he noted state 
pidelines for waste handling probably will not require such 
a concrete base. 


Drainage problems often can be virtually eliminated by 


installation of sloping concrete platforms, he said.

Truman Graf and Frank' 
Groves say that milk prices to 
farmers are 34 per cent 
greater than prices of 1965. 
Production cost- increases 
have almost offset price gains, 


however, so net income has 
not been greatly helped. 


Government support prices 


were increased 27 cents per 
hundred-weight ' for 
the 


coming year, so no decrease in 
farm milk prices is likely this 
year. Overall gross dairy 


-'income for the nation this year 


is expected to be about $6.6 
billion, slightly more than last 
year, but higher feed prices' 
and other costs will hold net 
dairy income to about the 1970 
level,- the economists predict 


The not-so-bright side of the 


milk picture is the drop in per 
capita milk consumption of 


562 pounds in 1970, down 6 
.pounds from the previous 
year. This is the trend of the 
past couple of decades, Graf 
and Groves-'agree that the 
trend is likely to continue. 


Last year-the United States 


• Department of Agriculture 


took about 5 per cent of the 
' milk off the market under 
price support and other 
programs, which was more 
than in 1969. Government 
removal will increase'again in 
1971, as production rises 
faster 'than consumption,' 
according to the economists.

OSHKOSH — As soon as 


fruit trees begin to blossom, 
"many homeowners ask how to • 
protect fruit from insects and 
disease. The first fruit trees to 
blossom generally are Wild 
Red Cherry, or Pin Cherry 
most common in natural 
wooded areas. Green leaf tips 
precede blossoming of apple 
trees. 


A fungicide is all that's 


required on apple trees or 
fruit trees until petals fall. An 
insecticide or all-purpose 
pesticide fruit spray or dust 
should not be applied during 
blossom time. Bees and other 
pollinating insects attracted 
by flowers may be injured. 
University research shows the 
Fungicides dodine, cyprex, or 
captan, offer the best disease 
prevention on fruit trees. 
Fungicides do not" harm'in- 
sects. 


Insects attacking fruit trees/ 


aren't a potential problem 
until after petals fall. Plum 
curcullo attacks plums, and 
causes 
crippled 
apples. 


Gardona, imidan, or guthion 
applied when petals drop and 
again a week later generally 
will control this insect. 


The worst apple pest in our 


area is the apple maggot. It 
causes brown streaks .in ap- 
'ples. The. adult fly, smaller 
than a house fly, doesn't begin 
to emerge until about July 4.
